This sum 
would be paid to all over twenty 
for the rest of their lives, whether 
occupied by some other employ- 
ment or not.

Crippled Freighter 


Disabled Ship Will be Es- 
corted Into Halifax Har- 


bor by Four Other 


Vessels. 


HALIFAX, Dec. 27.--A line was 
shot across heaving seas today to 
the cr.ppled Belgian freighter Emile 
Franequi and four vessels made 
ready to escort her into Halifax 
harbor 

Disabled by storm, the 5,859-ton 
eraft lay rudderiless a bare mile off 
the perilous “Blind Sisters’ shoals 
when a line from the tug Founda 
tion Frankfin spanned a stretch of 
wind-swept sea and definitely 
brought safety to her 35 seamen 

The wind had died down from 
the gale strength that left the 
freighter in distress last night and 
marine officials looked for little 
trouble bringing her into port from 
the Sisters, about 2% miles from 
the harbor mouth 

Standing by the distressed ship 
with the Foundation Franklin were
